Eurokans  Have  Mock  Trial. 

Tho  Mock  Trial  held  in  tho  Eurekan 
room  Thursday,  April  28,  was  a  grand 
success.  A  large  number  of  students 
attended  the  trial.  The  Philomatheans 
were  guests  of  the  Eurekans. 

A  damage  suit  was  brought  against 
Boston  Webb,  defendant,  to  the 
amount  of  $13,  333,  333,31,  by  Leslie 
Powell,  plaintiff,  for  alienating  the 
affections  of  Margaret  Diet*,  the  fi¬ 
ance  of  said  Leslie  Powell,  thereby 
wrecking  his  life  and  character. 

Webb  was  alleged  to  have  used  a 
hypnotizing  influence  over  Miss  Diet?, 
to  such  an  extent  that  she  imagined 
herself  to  be  no  longer  in  love  with 
Powell  and  returned  hia  ring. 

The  first  witness  for  tho  plaintiff 


was  Dr.  Samuel  llobbs  (Jack  Bow- 
lett)  who  explained  tho  scientific  mes¬ 
merizing  rays  which  Webb  cast,  from 
his  eyes.  Dowell  next  testified  that 
his  life  had  been  ruined  by  the  livp- 
nolizer  that  he  was  unable  to  do  any¬ 
thing  profitably  but,  to  play  tennis-. 
Buth  Bookman,  giving  her  age  as  12 
years,  6  months  and  ?>  days  also  gave 
important  evidence  when  she  related 
the  .fact  that  Miss  Dietz  had  stayed 
all  night  with  her  on  the  date  of  . In- 
comber  1G,  and  that  Miss  Dietz  then 
told  her  of  the  hypnotic  influence  of 
Webb.  Miss  Dietz  succeeded  Miss 
Bookman  on  the  witness  stand,  and  on 
being  asked  if  she  returned  the  ring 
she  replied  that  she  did,  at  the  same 
time  weeping  bitterly.  She  also  de¬ 
clared  she  was  very  sorry  •  that  she 
did  so. 

Dr.  George  Washington  Kcllar,  the 
first  witness  for  the  defendant  declar¬ 
ed  that  Webb  was  a  prodigy,  having 
learned  his  A  B  CPs  at  the  age  of  ten. 
Another  important  witness  for  Webb 
was  Miss  Susan  B.  Anthony  (Alva 
Burch),  instructor  of  Sociology  in  New 
York.  She  stated  that  the  defendant 
was  her  brightest  pupil.  Tn  response 
lo  the  question  asked  by  the  Plain¬ 
tiff’s  counsel,  “Do  you  know  Fat 
Burns?”  the  witness  replied,  ‘  ‘  1 
know  only  Fatty  Arbucklc.  ”  Tn 
Webb’s  testimony  ho  declared  that  an 
agreement  had  been  made  between 
himself  and  Powell  that  since  the  lat¬ 
ter  was  mentally  deficient  and  unable 
to  provide  a  happy  homo  for  Miss 
Dietz,  he  himself  was  the  most  appro¬ 
priate  suitor. 

In  the  plea  for  the  plaintiff,  the 
lawyers,  Mapel  and  Phipps,  played  on 
the  sympathy  of  the  jury  by  expound¬ 
ing  the  degradation  of  Powell.  They 
also  declared  the  witnesses  for  the  de¬ 
fense  to  bo  mentally  deficient  because 
each  one  said  he  did  not  know  “Fat 
Burns.  ’  ’ 

The  attorneys  for  the  defense,  El¬ 
more  and  Houchens,  stated  that  if 
Powell  was  so  totally  wrecked  it  was 
queer  that  he  should  be  tenuis  cham¬ 
pion;  and  also  that  just  one  look  at 
Mr.  Webb  was  enough  to  show  that  he 
was  the  real  gentleman  to  bring  hap¬ 
piness  to  such  a  gigantic  woman. 

After  the  instructions  of  the  judge. 
Mr.  Hickman,  the  jury  retired  to  find 
a  verdict.  During  the  interval  several 
charges  were  made  but  no  serious  fines 
wore  exacted.  The  jury  returned  find¬ 
ing  the  prisoner  guilty.  The  judge 
then  sentenced  him  to  make  Powell  a 
quit  claim  deed  to  Lucilo  Sims  for  said 
damages.

The  class  in  House  Furnishings  and 
Decorations  are  studying  the  history 
of  furniture  and  interior  decorations.

This  work  is  especially  interesting 
now,  as  the  time  for  spring  house¬ 
cleaning  is  here  and  a  knowledge  of 
suitable  and  attractive  wall  paper, 
hangings  and  other  interior  decorations 
is  quite  helpful. 

Wallpaper  should  be  plain  and  not 
very  dark.  Tan  shades  or  warm  col¬ 
ors  arc  better  for  the  north  rooms 
while  the  blues  and  grays  should  be 
used  in  the  south  rooms.  If  the  walls 
are  figured,  the  hangings  should  be 
plain;  and  figured  hangings  with  plain 
walls  are  desirable.  Afere  fads  arc 
not  expressive  of  good  taste  in  decor¬ 
ating  but  instead  choice  should  lie 
made  from  a  sensible  and  artistic  view 
point.
